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Tobacco seized at Peace Bridge 


The Canada Border Services 
Agency announced on Friday 
that a large quantity of fine cut 
tobacco was seized at the Peace 
Bridge in Fort Erie. 

On July 30, a commercial 
driver entered Canada at the 
Peace Bridge with a shipment 
declared as corrugated boxes 
destined for a recycling plant in 
southern Ontario. The driver 
was referred to a secondary 
inspection where CBSA officers 
found that the _ 


shipment actually contained 
132 boxes filled with 14,370 kilo¬ 
grams of fine cut tobacco with 
an approximate street value of 
$1 million. 

This brings the total value of 
tobacco seizures in the Southern 
Ontario Region since January 1, 
2013 to over $4.6 million. 

This seizure is under investi¬ 
gation and may result in crimi¬ 
nal charges. 

“Contraband tobacco is a 


threat to the security and health 
of Canadians,” said David 
Berardi, the CBSA's acting 
regional director general for 
southern Ontario. 

"Border services officers are 
vigilant when it comes to ensur¬ 
ing that our borders are not used 
for illegal activities. This signifi¬ 
cant tobacco seizure is another 
example of how our officers are 
keeping contraband tobacco 
out of our communities.”

He was the favourite all 
along and Canada’s reigning 
horse of the year, 
Uncaptured, won the 78th 
running of the Prince of 
Wales stakes at Fort Erie 
Race Track. 

After trailing for much of 
the race, Uncaptured, who 
was ridden by Miguel Mena, 
trained by Mark Casse and 
owned by John Oxley, even¬ 
tually proved too much for 
the rest of the pack. 

River Seven finished sec¬ 
ond, while Niigon’s Glory 
placed third. 

"I waited, waited ... and 
then I tested him a little bit," 
said Mena. “When I went on 


the outside, he was flying. He 
was comfortable. He was just 
waiting for me to test him.” 

The Prince of Wales race, 
the second jewel in the 
Canadian triple crown, was 
the main event Tuesday eve¬ 
ning at the 116-year-old bor¬ 
der oval. 

It was the first time the 
track's biggest race of the 
season wasn't held on a 
Sunday and under daylight. 

There was a $500,000 
purse for the race, $300,000 
to the winner. 

It ran one mile and 3/16 in 
length and was for three- 
year-olds foaled in Canada 
in front of a huge crowd and 
under comfortable tempera- 

Casse originally had four 


of the eight horses slated to 
run in the race. 

But it was announced 
prior to the race that his sec¬ 
ond choice Dynamic Sky and 
third choice Spring in the Air 
were late scratches. 

His other horse, Jagger M, 
finished fourth 

“He had me a little ner¬ 
vous, I have to be honest," 
Casse said of Uncaptured. 

It was not possible for a 
horse to win all three races 
in the triple crown—Queen's 
Plate, Prince of Wales and 
Breeders' Stakes. 

Nick Gonzalez, a Fort Erie 
trainer, recently won the 
Queen's Plate with Midnight 
Aria at Woodbine, but decid¬ 
ed not to enter the horse in 
Tuesday's race.

Numbers are up at Race Track 
compared to last year's big event

If there was a complaint 
from people who attended 
the Prince of Wales stakes 
race, it had to do with the dis¬ 
tance they had to walk after 
parking their car. 

That's because an estimat¬ 
ed 10,000 race fans showed 
their support for the 78th run 
of the prestigious event on 
Tuesday, the first time in its 
history that it was not held on 
a Sunday. 

Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium chief executive 
officer Jim Thibert said it 
seemed to be an issue that 
affected people were glad to 


experience. 

"It's not like they were com¬ 
plaining. They were smiling 
because they're race fans and 
haven't seen the parking lot 
that full in a long time," said 
Thibert. 

On the card for the day 
were nine races, compared to 
a total of 11 races held in 
2012. 

Even though two less races 
were held this year, the aver¬ 
age amount bet on each one 
was $146,973. This is an 
increase of $24,545 when a 
10-year average is factored 
into the equation. 

Compared to last year's 
Prince of Wales day, an 
increase of $41,655 per race 
was seen this time at the his¬ 
toric border oval. 


In the stakes race, the sec¬ 
ond jewel of the Canadian 
Triple Crown, a total of 
$291,131 was bet, which is a 
decrease of $122,663 com¬ 
pared to 2012. 

Track officials say this is 
because of two late scratches 
and only six horses ran, 
attributing an estimated loss 
of $250,000 on the entire day 
because the smaller field pro¬ 
hibited a superfecta from 
being available for bettors. 

The full nine-race card saw 
almost $1.4 million in betting 
which is an increase of 
$164,267 from Fort Erie's fan¬ 
ciest race in 2012.

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Police officer convicted of tipping off bikers

A Niagara Regional Police 
officer, who was found guilty 
of breach of trust for leaking 
information to the Hells 
Angels, says he intends to 
appeal the judge's decision. 

Frank Dean Rudge was 
convicted Friday in a 
Welland courtroom for leak¬ 
ing confidential police docu¬ 
ments to the motorcycle 


as the verdict was read out in 
court. Wearing a black suit 
and tie, he sat beside his 
lawyer, Ronald Brady, when 
the verdict was delivered. 

“I do not believe Rudge’s 
evidence. It does not leave 
me with a reasonable doubt 
and I am not left with a rea¬ 
sonable doubt on the basis 
of all the evidence,” said 


Justice Peter Hambly, of the 
Superior Court of Justice. 

"My belief that he did so is 
much closer to absolute cer¬ 
tainty than it is to a belief on 
a balance of probabilities.” 

After delivering his ver¬ 
dict, the judge ordered a 
break in the proceedings. 
Court resumed a short time 
later to order a pre-sentenc- 
ing report and to schedule a 
date for sentencing. 

During the break, NRP 
Chief Jeff McGuire was seen

The matter returns to 
court Nov. 12 and 13. The 
judge is expected to hear 
submissions from both the 
Crown and defence on the 
first day followed by sen¬ 
tencing the next day. 

Both lawyers declined to 
make any comment while 
the case is still before the 
courts, but Rudge let report¬ 
ers know he intends to 
appeal the decision. 

Outside of the court, 
Rudge pointed to a reporter 
and said; “It’s the best con¬ 
viction that money can 

Also outside of the court, 
McGuire said these types of 


cases are always “bitter¬ 
sweet” and he’s certainly not 
happy when any of his offi¬ 
cers are involved in “some¬ 
thing like this.” 

Asked if members of the 
public lose confidence in 
their police service when an 
officer is charged, the chief 
said that confidence should 
be strengthened because it 
shows the officers who 
investigated the case did the 
right thing and it was put 
through the process. 

Rudge has remained on 
the payroll, suspended with 
pay, since he was charged in 
2007. 

McGuire said he does not 
have the authority to stop 


that pay and Rudge will 
remain on the payroll until 
sentencing is complete. 

The Crown called 25 wit¬ 
nesses during the trial. 
Rudge testified in his own 
defence and his lawyer 
called three other witnesses. 

This was not the first time 
that Rudge appeared in 


heard in 
2010 by a Superior Court 
judge sitting without a jury. 
On May 13, 2010, he was 
acquitted, but the Crown 
appealed. 

The Court of Appeal 
allowed the appeal in a judg¬ 
ment dated December 2011.

"We always had horses, and at 
first I wanted to ride in the Pony 
Express relay races, which were fea¬ 
tured at all the rodeos. My cousin 
had a fall in one of them when I was 
about eight, and mom said, 'That's 
not for you.' 

"But I'd gallop the horses that 
competed in those races around a 
track, which was just part of the 
rodeo arena. When I interviewed to 
be accepted in Chris McCarron's 
jockey school in Kentucky and saw a 
regulation-sized track (Turfway Park) 
and then came back home, I couldn't 
believe how small those 'bush tracks' 

Strandberg didn't start riding in 
Ontario until mid-June but has made 
an immediate impression at Fort Erie.

The day after her first win, which 
came at Laurel, in Maryland, 
Strandberg went back to Turfway for 
a race with other riders who had 
recently graduated jockey schools 
from around the world. 

"It wasn't so much to compete 
against each other but to meet each 
other and socialize,” she said. “I sup¬ 
pose the goal would be if we could 
reunite at the Breeders Cup 15 years 

Amberjack, a New York-bred she 
galloped for trainer Mike Hussion, is 
her favourite horse so far. 

Strandberg had wins at Pimlico and 
Charlestown before coming to 
Woodbine and the Fort. 

"I think she'll be a good little rider,” 
said trainer Mike Newell, for whom 
Strandberg has won.

As a result of new regulations governing the practice of pharmacy in Ontario, pharmacists are now able to be 
more deeply involved in your medications and management of your medical conditions. The new regulations 
came into effect last October allowing pharmacists to make use of their unique knowledge. This is great news 
for both pharmacists and you, their patients. It will allow pharmacists to be an even more integral part of your

There are five main areas that these changes will affect: 

1. Pharmacists can prescribe several effective medications to help you quit smoking. Patients who may 
wish to try this method of quitting can now be assessed by their pharmacist - who will use their professional 
judgement to decide if it is right for you. This means that you will not have to wait to see your doctor in order to 
get on the path to becoming smoke-free and the pharmacist can be involved throughout this sometimes difficult 
process. 

2. Pharmacists may be able to renew your prescriptions without you having to see your doctor first. 
Your condition and your medications must be stable. For example, this may apply to patients who have well- 
managed chronic conditions like diabetes or high blood pressure. (This new regulation does not apply to narcotics 
and similar substances and does not eliminate the need to see your doctor for proper followup and monitoring). 

3. Pharmacists may also make certain changes/ adaptations to your doctor’s prescription if necessary 
based on professional judgement. For example, they may change the dosage form (tablet/capsule/liquid) or they 
could alter the dosing regimen and possibly even the dose to suit you better. As always, any changes would be 
done with your consent and the pharmacist would share them with your doctor. 

4. Pharmacists can now be of even greater assistance in helping to demonstrate how to use your 
devices. If you are a patient who uses an inhaler or has self-administered injections, your pharmacist can now use 
the real device to show you how to use it, rather than using a model one. Pharmacists who are able to administer 
injections in order to teach you how to use them have completed a training program. 

5. Specially trained pharmacists can administer the flu vaccine to patients five years and older. This 
will provide patients with more locations and greater ease of access to the vaccine. 

As usual, your pharmacist will make these decisions based on your specific situation, so it is very important to 
give them as much information about yourself as you can. They need to know about all of the medications you 
are taking, including anything over-the-counter or any vitamins/minerals that you use. Also it is important to talk 
to your pharmacist about your lifestyle (eg. the foods you eat and the exercise you do) so they can get the full 
picture in order to make the best decisions for you 

Pharmacists have always been a wonderful source of information and support for patients regarding how to best 
manage their medicines and their medical conditions. Now that the role of pharmacists has expanded to allow 
them to have more involvement with their patients, it will be easier than ever for patients to maintain good control

Saskatoon is known as 
the City of Bridges, so it's 
only fitting that The 
Sheepdogs would bridge 
the gap between the music 
from the 1970s and today. 

The rock band from 
Saskatoon, will be bringing 
their epic riffs, California 
vibe and long-hair to Safari 
Niagara Aug. 9, as part of 
the summer concert series. 

"We always joke that we 
make music you can sit 
around in the backyard and 
barbecue with," bassist 
Ryan Gullen told Sun Media. 
"This we like to do, and our 
music definitely lends itself 
to that for sure." 

The Sheepdogs will be 
taking the stage with special 
guests 54-40. 

"They were tagged with 
54-40, who is a legendary 
Canadian band. They were 
also at the first concert 
series we held, so it's spe¬ 
cial to have them back on 


the stage," said Tim Tykolis, 
general manager at Safari 
Niagara. 

Safari Niagara stepped it 
up this year, bringing in 
more touring acts and 
recording artists. 

"The whole season we've 
had recording acts, it's the 
first year we really stepped 
it up," he said. The efforts 
are paying off as they're see¬ 
ing between 2,500 to 4,500 
people at each concert. 

"A lot of the draw has to 
do with the names of the 
artists," said Tykolis. 

This year's concert series 
has drawn people from 
beyond Niagara, who come 
and stay in local hotels as

Two 
years ago, last week, they 
made it through four rounds 
of competition to win a spot 
on the cover of Rolling 
Stone. Earning 1.5 million 
votes, the victory came with 
a record deal with Atlantic 
Records. 

Being on the cover of 
Rolling Stone took the 
Sheepdogs from a strug¬ 
gling band, playing in empty 
Canadian bars, to major 
festivals. By the end of 2011, 
they were playing in front of 
20,000 people for New Year's 
Eve in Niagara Falls. 

The critics said their 
Rolling Stone contest win 
was no different than 
American Idol winners who 
couldn't hack it. 

The difference, says 
Gullen, isthatthe Sheepdogs 
were already a seasoned 
band when they won the 
contest - they didn't have to 
learn anything new. 

"There's always going to 
be people that bring it up, 


but at the same time we've 
been able to do what we've 
wanted to do - make this a 
full-time job," said Gullen. 
"Yes, it came in kind of a 
gimmicky kind of way, but 

any different than the day 
before we found out about 
(the cover). We're just a 
bunch of guys from 
Saskatchewan playing rock 
and roll music that we like." 

Their self-titled major 
label debut was released 
last summer, which was 
produced by The Black 
Keys' Patrick Carney and 
Austin Scaggs. 

It earned them multiple 
Juno nominations and more 
raves on the road. 
Determined not to be one 
of those bands that takes a 
"four-year break" between 
albums, Gullen says he and 
his bandmates will be back 
in the studio this fall. 

Despite their allegiance 
to the 'old sound', don't 
expect the same old stuff. 

"We try not to be repeti¬ 


tive, but at the same time be 
true to what we like," said 
Gullen. "It's not like we're 
suddenly going to start lis¬ 
tening to super weird, pro¬ 
gressive indie music or 
something. Our roots are 
always going to be in the 
same place. That old school 
music that has really good 
soul and feeling." 

The Sheepdogs focus on 
doing the type of concert 
they wish they could be in 
the audience for. 

"We're first and foremost 
music fans. We know what 
it's like to go to a show, and 
we want to be that good 
show people want to talk 
about afterwards."
